The secretary estimates that the ro- 
ceipts of the current ae 

year will be 8964,90, 440, and 

that the expenditures — 
existing laws will amount to 287,088, 

753, leaving a gurplus revenue of $26,- | 
663,696; but as the sinking fand will 

call for $33,705, 806 there will be, in 

the secretary's opinion, a deficiency vf 
a little over seven millions. 

The receipts for the next flacal year 
are put at $270,050,000, and the esu- 
mates for the several executive de- 
vartments including the amount 
needed for the sinking fund 
amount to $200,011,471—showing a 
deficiency, if tbe present admin- 
istration were to control the treasury, 
of over $29,000,000.- The house will, 
howeyer, reduce the department esti- 
mates within the estimated receipta. 
The country will not uomurmuringly 
stand more taxea, and the house is re- 
lied on to enforce economy. 

The secretary is obliged to confess 
thatthe law of 1862 in relation toa 
sinking fund has never been com- 
plied with; but he claims that 
a larger reduction of the debt 
has been made than that law 
required. During the past fiscal year 
the public debt was reduced $29,249,- 
$81, making » grand total of $656,992,- 
226. At the close of the year the 
debt, leas bonds issued to the Pacific 
railroad companies and less cash in the 
treasury, was $2,099,439,344 99. Up 
to the day of election there were con- 
siderable reductions in the debt each 
month, but since that day the tide has 
run the other way. 

After briefly stating the terms of the 
contract for refunding the debt, Secre- 
tary Morrill dashes inte the subject ot 
resumption, and many weary pages ſol- 
low. He reaches the conclusion that 
we have too much money, and that “a 
portion of the legal-tenders might be 
gradually withdrawn without embar- 
rassment to the business of the coun- 
trv.” he asks for power to compel 
the national banks to provide coin 
at his discretion as a part of their legal- 
tender reserve; that the issue of silver 
be increased to eighty millions, and 
that it be made a legal-tender to the 
amount of ten dollars in all cases ex- 
cept customs dues. He believes the 
capacity of the mints is equal during 
the present fiscal year to the coinage of 
the balance of the tractional cur- 
rency outstanding. Greenvacks to the 
amount of $367;535,716 are outstand- 
ing, and the secretary admits that the 
country will not possess gold enough 
on the day fixed for resumption to 
redeem that amount. He therefore 
asks congress to authorize the funding 
of the notes into a four anda half per 
cent. bond, having thirty years to run. 
In other words, he asks the people to 
to give interest bearing bonds for non- 
interest bearing notes. Before congress 
agrees toan unnecessarily increase of 
our burden of annual interest, it would 
certainly be well to make receipts and 
expenditures jibe better than do the es- 
timates of Secretary Morrill and his 
associates. Economy in public expen- 
ditures should precede and make possi- 
ble resumption—a remedy that the 
administration doctors haye never rec- 


ognized. 


THE NAVY. 


We have 146 vessels that carry 1,142 
guus. Seventy six are in actual service, 
four are preparing for sea, sixteen are 
unfit for fature service, and the rest 
are on the “cripple track.” So that our 
real navy consists of not over eighty 
vessels. This is a considerable reduc- 
tion from the large figures of 1865, 
and it would puzzle a Philadelphia law- 
yer to account for the discrepancy. ~ 

Even Secretary Robeson has come to 
the conclusion that it is not ad visable 
to bmld any more ships. They drop 
out too fast. His hobbies now are tor- 
pedoes and marine rams. The latter 
have not, however, been perfected. If 
they should be, why of course they 
would be a grand thing. 
The gallant sailor in charge of our navy 
evidently has no intention of waging 
aggressive warfare. He probably wants 
to defend the coast of Jersey against 
attack. 

He, too, wants larger appropriations 
It is a failing of the department chiefs. 
They hanker afier the figures of war 
times. He wants for the general main- 
tenance of the navy alone $18,646,012— 
an increase of nearly fifty per cent. His 
desires in this respect will scarcely be 
gratified. Other hands would handle 
the money, but the habit of asking for 
more money has become so chronig 
that Secretary Robeson could not even 
in this instance vary from the usages 


of the past.

Refined lard, usually sold in this 
country, is largely adulterated with water and 
alkalies, the proosortion of water used being from 
6 to 16 per cent Different branus have been thor- 
oughiy tested. and in no case have been found 
ess than 5 per cent, and some cases 15 per ceut 
of water and aikali. Certidcates of chemists 
can be proiuced, showiug 10 per cent of water 
and alum or alkali. The lard, tiough generally 
of good color, (which is caused by admixture of 
water) is iuferior la quality. A tierce holas 
about 820 pounds of lard; 10 per cent of this is 
$2 pou nds ol water, at 12 cents per pound, $4 
oo each andevery tierce, or more than oue cent 
a pouud. If dealers and consumers want this 
grade of lari, they should buy it at its commer 
cial value, as most persons do not consider wa- 
ter as of great value, except for drinking. bath- 
ing. cooking, etc., and should not be made to 
pay 12 cents per pound for ft, which is over 81 
per gallon. Lard, with this amount of water in 
it, should be bought for Ix cents per pound.
